dered the scheduled ll.Vmin- 
ute spacewalk cut short by 
two-thirds because Gordon be 
came blinded by sweat. 


It was America's 
fourth 


spacewalk and the t h i r d 
"working" walk. None of the 
three has met its full objec- 
tives. America's first space- 
walker. 
Astronaut 
Kdward 


White, did not try to perform 
tasks. 


' We stayed out about 44 


minutes there." Conrad ic- 
ported. "Then he (Gordon) got 
so much sweat in his right 
eve he couldn't see Even af- 
ter he rested for live or 10 
minutes 
it wouldn't evapo- 


rate. He couldn't get it out of 
his eye " 


Gordon did manage to get 


a 100-foot line attached be- 
tween the Gemini cralt and 
the Agena target vehicle with 
which it was docked 


But he was not able to try 


another key experiment—try- 
ing to turn some experimen- 
tal bolts with a special torque- 
compensating power wrench 
he had carried aloft. 


Also lost was a chance to 


r e t r i e v e some cameras 
mounted in the rear of the 
spacecraft to photograph the 
behavior of l i q u i d under 
weightless conditions. 


Gordon opened his hatch at 


8:44 a.m. CST, stood up, and 
with Conrad holding on to his 
legs, retrieved a radiation ex- 
periment package from the 
outside of the Gemini. 


Then he floated off into the 


brilliant sunshine of space, 
180 miles over the southern 
United States, working with 
his cumbersome 30-foot um- 
bilical cord, his l a b o r e d 
breathing booming over the 
radio channel to Earth. 


He reached the 26-foot-long, 


tubular 
Agena, w h i c h 
is 


docked with the Gemini's blunt 
nose in a socket at one end, 
and reported. 


"I'm 
riding it like a cow- 


boy." 


"How are you doing?" Con- 


rad asked him 


"Tired," Gordon puffed. 


Rest, No Aid 


"You're way ahead of the 


game," Conrad said. "Just 
rest " 


But resting did not help 


The sweat continued to pour 
from Gordon's face, and with 
no way for it to evaporate 
inside his faceplate, it finally 
blinded his right eye Conrad 
ordered him in. 


"I didn't want him to get 


any hotter," Conrad radioed 
to the ground. "He couldn't 
see any more out of his right 
eye and I didn't want him to 
do any more work out there 
with the possibility that he 
couldn't see out of the other 
one."

The burning equipment is 
pulled by a tractor. A truck 
follows the burning rig by 300 
or 400 feet carrying warning 
signs, 
flags 
and flashing 


lights to alert drivers to the 
tractor 
ahead. 
Since 
the 


burning rig carries propane 
tanks which could be explo- 
sive, the truck serves as pro- 
tection for the tractor. 


Webb says the truck stays 


as much off the driving lane 
as possible but, because it is 
wider than the shoulder, it is 
necessary for it to extend 
into the 12-foot-wide driving 
lane about I1 > to two feet. 
The truck does not "park" on 
the highway, Webb says, but 
in order to maintain its dis- 
tance behind the slower mov- 
ing tractor it is necessary for 
it to stop occasionally. The 
truck itself acts as a moving 
sign for motorists, b.e notes.

Grass Isn't Always Greener . . . 
Urbanites Eye Suburban Taxes 


By HAROLD SIMMONS 


Talk to almost anyone about 


moving out of the city to the 
suburbs or a nearby village 
—a favored subject among 
urbanites—and one advantage 
s u r e to be mentioned is 
"taxes will be lower." 


This "advantage," however, 


like the song says, "ain't 
necessarily so." 


In fact, if lower taxes were 


the sole consideration for such 
a move, a city dweller would 
have to tread cautiously or 
he could end up paying about 
equal taxes on comparable 
property outside the c i t y 
without some of the benefits 
of city living. 


And, 
records show moving 


to certain locations outside 
the city of Lincoln in recent 
years would have resulted in 
higher taxes. 


A comparison of 1966 tax 


levies for Lincolnites, resi- 
dents of Lancaster County's 
12 incorporated villages, and 
residents of three other areas 
in commuting distance of Lin- 
coln shows a wide range in 
possible individual taxes. 


Lincoln residents have a tax 


levy this year of 100.562 mills, 
or a tax of $100.56 per $1,000 
of assessed valuation, while 
residents 
of the 
exclusive 


Knolls addition south of the 
city limits are levied 30.86 
mills. 


But, 
Denton residents have 


a tax levy of 97.72 mills, al- 
most as high as Lincoln's, 
while Waverly has the lowest 
levy among the county's in- 
corporated villages 
of 63.28 


mills. 


These levies applied to a 


theoretical home with an as- 
sessed value of $5,000, or an 
actual value of about $14,290, 
show a corresponding range 
in taxes. 


The owner of such a home 


in Lincoln would have a 1966 
tax bill of $50260, while the 
owner of a similarly priced 
home in The Knolls would pay 
$154 30. 


Likewise, the same home in 


Denton would be taxed $488.60 
this year, while it would be 
$316.40 in Waverly. 


Lower Taxes 


Levy 
comparisons 
show 


taxes on similar property, 
and this includes vehicles as 
well as real estate, is gener- 
ally lower in unincorporated 
villages and suburban de- 
velopments than in the vil- 
lages or city of Lincoln. 


The unincorporated villages 


of Walton and Cheney, for ex- 
ample, set 1966 levies of 44.19 
and 43.36 mills, respectively. 


The diversity of levies in 


different locales within the 
county is normal. But, it is 
not necessarily a certainty 
that Lincoln will head t h e 
list with the highest levy. 


Last year Lincoln did not 


have the county's 
highest 


levy. In fact, it placed third 
with Bennet and Denton head- 
ing the list. 


While Lincoln had a total 


1965 levy of 90.024 mills, Ben- 
net's tax levy was 104.175 and 
Denton's was 97.965. 


In 1965 


A Lincoln resident moving 


to either of these villages and 
purchasing similar property 
in time for 1965 assessment 
would have paid higher taxes 
than in Lincoln. 


Bennet was able to lower 


its levy from 104.175 mills last 
year to 95.37 this year through 
increases in property valua- 
tions, 
a drop in revenue 


needed for water and sewer 
bonds and a change to a 
school district with a lower 
levy. 


Denton's l e v y decreased 


only a fraction of a mill, from 
the 97.965 certified last year to 
97.72 this year. 


In the same period, Lin- 


coln's 
levy jumped 
10.538 


mills, largely accounted for 
by the 10.013 mills hike in the 
Lincoln School District's levy. 


The Lincoln school budget 


this year calls for $3.7 million 
more in tax revenue for its 
budget, a hike from the $11,- 
764,649 raised by taxes last 
year to $15,445,301 requested 
this year.

without his little sister. 


!o the upper grades, the 


old hands have some new 
problems. In junior and sen- 
ior high schools, a hot topic 
is the "Type A Lunch." 


As you may have guessed 


from t h e 
official-sounding 


name, the Type A Lunch has 
something to do with the fed- 
eral government. All i t is, 
really, is a lunch which pro- 
vides one-third of the daily 
nutritional requirements set 
forth by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. 


Mrs. 
Thyra Monroe, head 


of the Lincoln school lunch 
program, said the schools had 
to serve Type A lunches or 
forfeit $150,000 worth of fed- 
eral reimbursement and sur- 
plus foods. The 
alternative 


would be to raise school-lunch 
prices since grocery 
costs 


have risen. 


Choosing Food 


In the Type A Lunch pro- 


gram, junior and senior high 
students who buy lunches in 
their school cafeteries must 
choose from groups of foods 
which, vOmbined, meet the 
USDA nutritional standards. 


Mrs. Manroe said a student 


must take a main dish, two 
dishes from a group includ- 
ing vegetables, salads, fruits 
and fruit juices; bread or 
rolls and butter; and milk. 


The student pays 35 cents, 


4 cents or 50 cents for his 
lunch, depending upon the 
dishes, and may buy more. 
But his tray is checked to 
see if it meets the minimum 
Type 
A 
standards. 
If 
it 


doesn't, he has to take enough 
dishes to fill the require- 
ments. 


"But nobody is forced to 


buy anything or to eat any- 
thing," 
Mrs. 
Monroe said. 


"We are required to serve a 
Type A lunch. The student 
can chooseto not eat part of 
it, or give it to a friend. 


"If 
they 
wish, 
students 


may bring their own lunches." 


Some 
students 
are 
dis- 


gruntled because this is a de- 
parture from past procedures 
which allowed a free choice. 
Students could, and did, make 
a noon meal of potato chips 
and pie. 


After one day of Type A 


lunches, Mrs. Monroe said 
the student reaction consists 
of "mixed emotions." 


"It is largely a problem of 


continuing education," s h e 
said. "Many kids—and many 
parents — don't know what 
a nutritional meal includes." 


In spite of many student 


gripes, Mrs. Monroe could 
point to some first-day suc- 
cesses. The introduction of 
broccoli was a hit at the 
cafeterias, especially w i t h 
girls. 


"And the salad lady at Lin- 


coln High said she served 
more salads than at any time 
in 13 years," Mrs. Monroe 
said.

Grass Isn't Alway s Greener . . . 
Urb a nites Eye Sub urb a n Ta x es

Talk to almost any one abou t 
mov ing ou t of the city to the 
su bu rbs or a nearby v illage 
—a fav ored su bject among 
u rbanites—and one adv antage 
s u r e to be mentioned is 
“tax es will be lower.” 
This "adv antage,” howev er, 
like the song say s, “ain’t 
necessarily so.” 
In fact, if lo wer tax es were 
the so le co nsideratio n fo r such 
a mo v e, a city dweller wo uld 
hav e to tread cautio usly o r 
he co uld end up pay ing abo ut 
equal tax es o n co mparable 
pro perty o utside the c i t y 
witho ut so me o f the benefits 
o f city liv ing. 
And, records show mov ing 
to certain locations ou tside 
the city of Lincoln in recent 
y ears wou ld hav e resu lted in 
higher tax es. 
A comp arison of 1966 tax 
lev ies for Lincolnites, resi­ 
dents of Lancaster Cou nty ’s 
12 incorp orated v illages, and 
residents of three other areas 
in commu ting distance of Lin­ 
coln shows a wide range in 
p ossible indiv idu al tax es. 
Lincoln residents hav e a tax 
lev y this y ear of 100.562 mills, 
or a tax of $100.56 p er $1,000 
of assessed v alu ation, while 
residents 
of the ex clu siv e 
[Cnolls addition sou th of the 
city limits are lev ied 30.86 
mills. 
Bu t, Denton residents hav e 
tax lev y of 97 .7 2 mills, al­ 
most as high as Lincoln’s, 
while Wav erly has the lowest 
ev y among the cou nty ’s in­ 
corp orated v illages of 63.28 
mills. 
These lev ies ap p lied to a 
theoretical home with an as­ 
sessed v alu e of $5,000, or an 
actu al v alu e of abou t $14,290, 
show a corresp onding range 
in tax es. 
The owner of su ch a home 
in Lincoln wou ld hav e a 1966 
tax bill of $502.60, while the 
owner of a similarly p riced 
home in The Knolls wou ld p ay 
$154.30. 


Likewise, the same home in 
Denton wou ld be tax ed $488.60 
this y ear, while it wou ld be 
$316.40 in Wav erly . 
Lo wer Tax es 
Lev y 
comp arisons 
show 
tax es on similar p rop erty , 
and this inclu des v ehicles as 
well as real estate, is gener­ 
ally lower in u nincorp orated 
v illages and su bu rban de­ 
v elop ments than in the v il­ 
lages or city of Lincoln. 
The u nincorp orated v illages 
of Walton and Cheney , for ex ­ 
amp le, set 1966 lev ies of 44.19 
and 43.36 mills, resp ectiv ely . 
The div ersity o f lev ies In 
different lo cales within the 
co unty is no rmal. But, it is 
no t necessarily a certainty 
that Linco ln will bead th e 
list with the highest lev y . 
Last y ear Lincoln did not 
hav e the cou nty ’s highest 
lev y . In fact, it p laced third 
with Bennet and Denton head­ 
ing the list. 
While Lincoln had a total 
1965 lev y of 90.024 mills, Ben- 
net’s tax lev y was 104.175 and 
Denton’s was 97 .965. 
In 1965 
A Lincoln resident mov ing 
to either of these v illages and 
p u rchasing similar p rop erty 
in time for 1965 assessment 
wou ld hav e p aid higher tax es 
than in Lincoln. 
Bennet was able to lower 
its lev y from 104.175 mills last 
y ear to 95.37 this y ear throu gh 
increases in p rop erty v alu a­ 
tions, 
a drop in rev enu e 
needed for water and sewer 
bonds and a change to 
school district with a lower 
lev y . 
Denton’s 
l e v y decreased 
only a fraction of a mill, from 
the 97 .965 certified last y ear to 
97 .7 2 this y ear. 
In the same p eriod, Lin­

In the Ty p e A Lu nch p ro­ 
gram, ju nior and senior high 
stu dents who bu y lu nches in 
their school cafeteries mu st 
choose from grou p s of foods 
which, v Ombined, meet the 
USDA nu tritional standards. 
Mrs. Manroe said a stu dent 
mu st take a main dish, two 
dishes from a grou p inclu d­ 
ing v egetables, salads, fru its 
and fru it ju ices; bread or 
rolls and bu tter; and milk. 
The student pay s 35 cents, 
cents o r 50 cents fo r his 
lunch, depending upo n the 
dishes, and may bay mo re. 
But his tray is checked to

standards.

Two p ossible methods, he 
said, are to either close a 
p ortion of one lane of the 
Interstate when rep airs are 
needed or p ossibly p ost a 
third v ehicle fu rther back off 
the road with warning signs. 
Hossack said he has con­ 
su lted with highway dep art­ 
ments of other states and 
many emp loy the same meth­ 
od that has been u sed in Ne­ 
braska.

$25,000 Granted To Finance Emergency 
Program Aimed at Controlling Calf Scours 


By LLOYD MAC DOWELL 
University of Nebraska Re- 


gents learned Monday that 
the State Department of Agri- 
culture would finance a $25,- 
000 emergency program aimed 
at controlling calf scours. 


The grant, said Bruce Sny- 


der of Paxton, spokesman for 
a group of stockmen, will get 
the program under way pend- 
ing effective date of the 1967- 
69 NU budget, said to contain 
a $36,000 per year item for 
calf scours research. 


Death losses from scours 


amounts to $9 5 million per 
year in the state, according 
to Snyder, and another $2.7 
million is lost through weight 
loss of surviving calves. 


And the cost of medication 


and labor for treatment of the 
disease is far more than the 
death loss, he stated 


The Nebraska Stockgrowers 


Association will back the Re- 
gents 100%, Snyder promised, 
but they are looking forward 
to the time when the animal 
science department will be as 
good as the agronomy depart- 
ment. 


The Regents awarded con- 


tracts for construction of the 
new physical education build- 
ing for women, subject to ap- 
proval by federal agencies.

b. Two spades. The opposi- 


tion bidding suggests 
that

unlikely to be doubled at two 
spades, even if North h a s 
little support for the suit. For 
obvious reasons, opponents 
are more wary of doubling 
two of a major suit than two 
of a minor. 


c. One no trump. We could 


be wrong about this — and 
we're practically certain to 
be doubled — but it seems 
our hand is sure to win a 
couple of tricks in no trump, 
whereas the same cannot be 
said of a spade contract, 
where it may prove useless. 
And, after all, partners who 
never rescue a double are 
almost as nerve-wracking as 
those who rescue too often. 


D. Pass. One of the other 


three players doesn't have 
his bid — and it can hardly 
be East.

He said county commission­ 
ers should be elected on a 
non-p artiasn basis and their 
jobs should be elev ated to a 
full-time status with better 
salaries to attract qualified 
ind iv id uals. 
The county commissioners 
should be giv en the resp onsi­ 
bility of ap p ointing p ersons to 
offices lik e that of treasurer, 
clerk and attorney , which are 
now electiv e, he said . 
“ Such a sy stem would p in­ 
p oint authority and resp onsi­ 
bility with the county com­ 
missioners, which now lack 
the p ower to effectiv ely con­ 
trol other elected county of­ 
ficials,”

“Such a sy stem has work ed 
well for Lincoln.” 
He said there is a need to 
eliminate the “sp oils sy stem ” 
und er which newly elected 
county officials mak e whole­ 
sale changes in county p er­ 
sonnel when they tak e office. 
The legislativ e committee 
conclud ed its stud y of the 
need for county gov ernment 
reorganization 
by receiv ing 
testimony from many county 
officials, most of whom op ­ 
p osed any major changes in 
the p resent county gov ern­ 
mental structure. 
Petersen said changes are 
necessary to p rev ent the con­ 
tinued ex p ansion of the fed ­ 
eral and state gov ernments 
in areas which are basically 
the resp onsibility of local of­ 
ficials. 
“When y ou leav e p roblems 
unsolv ed at the local lev el, 
y ou’re inv iting the fed eral or 
state gov ernment to mov e 
in,” he said .
